Youths Warned That 
They Must Register 

On 18th Birthday 

Young men reaching the age of 18 
years must continue to register on 
their 18th birthday in order to avoid 
delinquency, .it was announced today 
by Col. Paul G. Armstrong. Illinois 
director of selective service. 

"There has been a growing -feeling . 
of late," Colonel Armstrong said,! 
"that it is not necessary for a young 
man to register until he becomes 19 
yeara of age. This is an incorrect as- 
sumption, for the selective ser\'ice 
law requires that every young man 
register on his 18th birthday even 
though he may not become eligible 
for service until he l)ecomes 19 years 
old. 

"Every 18-year old registrant will 
be kept in an 'unclassified' state until 
he becomes 19 years of age, at which 
time he will be required to submit 
the regular questionnaire. His local 
board will then classify him on the 
basis of the evidence submitted. 

"It is very necessary for every 
young man to go to the area local 
board office on the day he becomes 
18 years of age and there register fbr 
selective service. Failure to comply 
with this rule subjects him to pos-> 
sible federal prosecution. Where a 
birthday occurs on a Saturday or Sun- 
day, the registration may be accom- 
plished on the following Monday."

Nine Polio Cases 
Reported in Twp. 



Four now cases of polio have been 
reported in Antioch township during 
the -past ten days, bringing the total 
to nine for the current outsbreak of 
the disease. The new cases are spread 
over a wide area — one on route 173 
east of Antioch, one on State Line 
road, cast of Antioch, one on route 
59, south of town and one at Channel 
Lake. 

The five cases which were pre- 
viously reported were confined to 
one subdivision on the west side of 
Channel Lake, but no additional 
cases have been reported there. 

The National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysb has taken an active in- 
terest in all cases of the dreaded di- 
sease and all expense in connection 
with itreatmcnt of the cases will be 
paid by the foundation. 

A curren news release from the 
Foundation concerning the disease 
follows: 

Poliomyelitis, known better as in- 
fantile paralysis, is caused by a virus, 
though the exact method of trans- 
mission is yet unknown. The virus Is 
known to escape from polio carriers 
and active cases from the nose, 
throat, and bowels. 

Doctors believe, because of the ap- 
parent selectivity of the disease, that 
the majority of people have, at one 
I time, had a light case of the disease 
so that, unwares, they have develop- 
ed an immunity to it. 

Only the time factor in polio is 
consistent. We can be prett>' sure 
that it will strike from June thru 
September, but where and whom are 
indeterminable. Medical experts of. 
the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis do say, however, that 
areas free from cpidcnmics for sev- 
eral years are likely to most vulner- 
able. 

•A-ccording to best informed author- 
ities, around 50 per cent of its vic- 
tims recQver completely with not a 
trace of paralysis; 20 to 30 percent 
may be left -with a slight disability; 
and only 10 to 20 percent suffer per-- 
manent crippling or death. 

Polio symptoms are like those of 
many minor ailments; fever, head- 
ache, nausea, vomiting, constipation, 
darrhea. These are your first signals. 
If they come during the danger 
months, consult your doctor. 

There is little we can do in speci- 
fic protection, but there are precau- 
tionary measures we should all take. 
Avoid that "ole swimming hole." In

Waterbury, Conn., Official,

CaugKt in Chicago. 



BOMBAY, INDIA.— The hefty Aga 
Khan put on a great show here re- 
cently. He seated himself on a spe> 
daily constructed i scale before 
410,000 of his followers and watched 
while his weight was matched, 
pound for pound in diamonds, says 
the Associated Press. ^ 

With legendary pageantry quarts 
of Industrial diamonds and handsful 
of glittering gem stones were dc- 
posited upon the scales until there 
were 243^ pounds of them, balanc- 
ing the .weight of the spiritual lead- 
er of the Ismailt Moslems. From 
hts gold brocaded chair on the 
icales the Aga Khan bestowed be- 
nlgn solaams and blessings. 

Biggest diamond of the lot was a 
flparkling 32 carat polished blue 
gem which the owner valued at 
$200,000. The diamonds wiU be 
bought mostly by princes and ra- 
jahs and the Aga Khan receives the 
cash >valuc— roughly $2,200,000— to 
be used for Ismail! welfare and for 
benevolences among the poor. 
First for Diamonds. 
The ceremony, honoring his 60th \ 
7ear as head of the sect, was fl* 
nancod by contributions. 

Under a sweltering sun, against 
« backdrop of gaily colored tur- 
bans, fezzes, saris and other orien- 
tal garb, much of It brilliantly be- 
jewelled, the ceremony got under 
way late in the aflcmoon. It was 
believed to be without parallel in 
history. Rulers and moguls— and 
10 years ago the Aga Khon himself 
—have been weighed in gold, but 
his followers averred this was the 
first time any one had been weighed 
in diamonds. 

The great Braboume stadium, > 
stone's throw from the Arabian sea, 
was filled by princes and rajahs, 
rich and poor, all turned out to dem- 
onstrate devotion to the .man they 
revere as a lineal descendant of Fe- 
tlma, daughter of Mohammed, and 
as a living embodiment of Deity. 
Heads Procession. 

The Aga Khan wore a long, silver* 
brocaded tunic with high, tight-fitting 
collar, and a gold brocaded green 
silk turban. Majestically he pa- 
raded to the glistening tcokwood 
dais at the head of a procession of 
colorfully arrayed priests and fol- 
lowers, shaded all the way by a 
green silk umbrella, an Indian sym- 
bol of royalty. 

The dais contained only the Aga 
Khan's chair attached to a scale 
with a white dlol indicator. Bands 
blared and bagpipes shriUcd obove 
the roar of the crow^d. 

The Aga Khan's household accom- 
panied him to the ceremonies. 
Among them was his beautiful 
French wife, whom the Indians call 
Begun Umme Habiba. She wore a 
filmy white sari embroidered with 
1,500 diamonds. 

She sat with Aga Khan's youngest 
son, Sadruddin, who wore a green 
turban with a white plume. 

On the same richly brocaded 
divan sat Prince Aly Khan, heir ap- 
parent, wearing a silver embroid- 
ered tunic studded with diamonds 
and a diamond encrusted turban. 



Woman Saved by Bell, 

Seeks Name of Rescuer 

MAPLEWOOD, MO.— The life of 
Mrs. Grace Henderson, housewife, 
was literally saved by the bell. 

Now she wishes she knew the 
identity of her rescuer. 

She had been working In the laun 
dry of her home, but lapsed into 
aemi-consciousness after flames In 
laundry gas jets had been doused 
with water. Aroused by the ring- 
ing of her telephone she stumbled 
to it and called for help. Police ar- 
rived in time to rescue her from 
tiie fumes. • 

She never learned who had called 
her. 



CHICAGO.— The five-year mas- 
querade of Daniel J. Leary, former 
Walerbury, Conn., comptroller, 
while a fugitive under sentence of 
10 to 19 years for fraud, as James 
Donovan, hard working salesman 
of religious articles, came to an end 
hero the other day. 

Edward J. Hickcy, commissioner 
of Connecticut state police, Idcn- 
tifled Leary in the detective bureau. 
Later he visited Leary In his cell 
and quoted him as saying: "What's 
the use? You know me. . I'm 
Leary." 

"It's really been hell, Ed," Hickey 
said Leary exclaimed. Hickey add- 
ed that Leary told of spending six 
weeks In New York after fleeing 
Waterbury. Then, Leary said, he 
went to Florida, from where he 
came to Chicago In 1842. 

Leary began hts masquerade as 
Donovan on March 7, 1941, the day 
his conviction was upheld by the 
Connecticut supreme court. He 
walked into a Waterbury flower 
store, changed his hat and coat, and 
left by the back door. 

In preparation for his new role, 
he hod obtained an uncertified birth 
certificate bearing the name of 
James Donovan. 

The following year, he registered 
for the draft in New York under the 
name of James Donovan. 

Family Remained Behind. 
His wife, Sadie, and their daugh- 
ter, Eleanor, remained in the Leary 
home In Waterbury, which escaped 
an attachment levied against other 
Leary assets in a $600,000 taxpay- 
er's suit, because the home was in 
Mrs. Leary's name. 

More than two years ago he came 
to Chicago, and became associated 
with the Midwest Religious Goods 
company. Several months ago he 
left there and associated himself 
with the Catholic Religious Mart. 

When arrested, Leary had $4,500, 
Including two $1,000 bills, in his 
pocket. His papers included a re- 
ceipt for a $594 income tax pay- 
ment, and a financial report indi- 
cating he Invested $78,532.81 In the 
Religious mart and made a profit 
of $10,071.53 in five months. 
Forfeited $50,000 Bond. 
Another aid to Leary's masquer- 
ade was the circumstance that he 
was not fingerprinted at the time 
of his Indictment and trial In Con- 
necticut. He was freed on S50.000 
bond, which he forfeited. The state 
offered a $3,000 reward for his cap* 
ture. 

His arrest followed his recogni- 
tion at Monroe street and Michigan 
avenue by George E. Palmer, 561 
Surf street, a former resident of 
Waterbury. He pointed Leary out 
to Joseph E. Flood, traffic policeman 
at the corner. 

Leary, in addition to being city 
comptroller, also was a well to do 
manufacturer of scft drinks in Wa- 
terbury. With 26 others, including 
former Lt. Gov. Frank Hayes of 
Connecticut, who at that time also 
w^as mayor of Waterbury, Leary 
was arrested in May, 1938, on war- 
rants charging conspiracy to de- 
fraud the city of more than $1,000,- 
000. 

Leary, Hayes and 18 others were 
convicted in August, 1929. 

Testimony at the trial included 
statements that $600,000 was paid 
for contracting work never done, 
and that fees of $179,000 were split.

CAIRO.— Discovery of a golden 
cofTln containing a 6,000-year-old 
mummy and Jewels of great 
beauty and value was reported 
by Prof. Pierre Montet, French 
archeologist. 

The mummy was described as 
that of Gutban Engdet, a general 
of the time of King Tsawscn, first 
of the Pharaohs.

Censor of Egyptian Beaches 
Sounds Warning. 



CAIRO.— Sheik Abu Eyoun, who 
has been self-appointed censor of 
Egyptian beaches virtually forever, 
has sounded his aruiual warning to 
the local bathing beauties: "Take 
off that two-piece bathing suit." 

The sheik hastened to explain that 
he wants the girls to shuck off their 
scanty costumes ond put on some- 
thing warm if they're going to bathe 
in public, which he thinks they 
shouldn't. 

Each year obout this time, Abu 
Eyoun, o tall, slnlely figure in flow- 
ing Arabic robes and a red turban, 
puts in an appearance on the vast 
beaches at Alexandria to voice his 
disapproval of scantily clad girls 
and his irrepressible yen for the 
swimming sack of the gay nine- 
ties. 

His targets are Egyptians and 
foreigners alike, and he usually 
scores at least one bulls-eye ■ 
month by trumpeting after soms 
lightly dressed beach beauty untU 
the law arrives. Then he recites the 
Egyptian law against two-piece 
bathing suits and has the gal taken 
away. 

Abu Eyoun recalls proudly that 
the ordinance was all his doing. 
Back in 1938, he 'got his dander up 
when he saw women on the beach ! 
"almost naked with their bathing 
costumes consisting of two almost 
invisible pieces." 

The sheik hied himself to the gov- 
ernor's offices and told him he 
would personally stone the offending 
bathers if something wasn't done 
about it. 

The governor prohibited two-piece 
bathing suits on Alexandria's 
beaches, with the result that during 
the past year alone 1,850 girls were 
fined for trying to cover too much 
with too little. 

But still the sheik isn't satisfied. 
This year he's going all out against 
the one-piece suit which, he said, can 
be just as indecent.

GLEN COVE, N. Y.-Stumbl!ng 
over Butch Is getting to be a habit 
in this wealthy Long Island commu- 
nity. 

Commuters stumble over him at 
the station. Housewives detour 
around his 240 pounds of shaggy 
St, Bernard on the sidewalk. 

Theatergoers And him parked in 
the lobby. He goes to church. 

But for all their stumbling, Glen 
Cove's residents love Butch— the 
town bum. 

He bums his meals from lunch 
wagons and butcher shops. He's 
never driven from public gather- 
ings. 

Once in a while he rides the 
trains. All for free. 

"He has been our town character 
for some years now," Mayor Arthur 
Aitkenhcad said. 

"He Is gentle and is loved by ev- 
erybody. He visits the theater, the 
schools and oil the churches. He 
carts the smaller children around 
on his back. 

"Anyway you look at It, he is a 
most unusual dog." 

Butch, whose six-foot frame Is big 
•nough to block an otdinary side- 
walk, has a home, but seldom both- 
ers to stay there. 

He Is the property of J. Norris 
Miller, owner of an estate and a 
relative of former Gov. Nathan L. 
Miller. 

Eric Krabel. editor of the Glen 
Cove Echo, sometimes gives Butch 
more space in his column than he 
does the doings of the scions of Long 
Island's first families.
